The suits were filed in fed­ 
eral courts here and in Chi­ 
cago 
Monday 
by 
lawyers 
groups, 
community 
poverty 
agencies and employes of the 
Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity (OEO) the agency which 
has been running the anti-po­ 
verty program. 
Nixon has declared his in­ 
tention to dismantle OEO, to 
transfer some of its programs 
to other federal agencies but 
to give much of the anti-po­ 
verty effort back to the states 
and localities to be conducted 
under revenue sharing. 
The suits challenge the le­ 
gality of disbanding OEO and 
the ending of funding of its 
programs. Named as defen­ 
dants were Howard Phillips, 
whom Nixon has named ac­ 
ting OEO director, with the 
task of dismantling the agen­ 
cy, and Roy L. Ash, director 
of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 
In general the suits charge 
that termination 
of federal 
poverty program funds viol­ 


ates the intent of Congress 
that they be spent and that, 
under the Executive Reorga­ 
nization Act, the President is 
required to submit such a 
reorganization of government 
to Congress for its approval. 
Lawyers associated with the 
s u i t s 
indicated 
that 
one 
strategy involved is to try to 
force a reorganization plan to 
be 
presented 
to 
Congress. 
OEO supporters believe that, 
if this happens, they have the 
votes to preserve 
most of 
OEO’s 
programs. 
Congress 
has funded some of these un­ 
til 1975. 
One 
suit was filed 
here 
jointly by 
the 
Washington- 
based 
Lawyer’s 
Committee 
for Civil Rights Under law 
and a group of community po­ 
verty agencies. Another was 
filed by the American Feder­ 
ation 
of 
Government 
Em­ 
ployes, a union representing 
Washington employes of OEO. 
It charged that these poverty 
workers are about to be ille­ 
gally deprived of their jobs. 
I d e n t i c a l suits filed in 
Washington and C h i c a g o 
asked for a court order to re­ 
lease $113.5 million in anti-po­ 
verty appropriations 
which 
the administration does not 
plan to spend—one seventh of 
the $790 million appropriated 
for OEO in fiscal 1973. 


Arab Terrorists Said

Blue Cross Plan Proposes 


Dental, Eye Care by 7980 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Blue 
Cross, which provides health 
insurance for about 100 mil­ 
lion persons, announced Mon­ 
day a plan to include dental, 
mental 
and eye care 
and 
prescription drugs in its cove­ 
rage to all subscribers 
by 
1980. 
Walter J. McNemey, presi­ 
dent of the Blue Cross Asso­ 
ciation which coordinates the 
80 Blue Cross plans, said how­ 
ever that these 
and other 
steps he outlined in a 10-point 
program would mean a rate 
increase. He said he could not 
spell out how much that in­ 
crease may be or when it 
might come. 
In 
addition to 
expanding 
benefits, McNemey said the 
program attem pts to better 


control 
the cost of 
health 
care. One step calls for the 
organization to expand its in­ 
volvement in prepaid group 
practice. Critics of Blue Cross 
have urged such a step as 
one means of reducing soar­ 
ing health care costs. 
Prepaid group practice, es­ 
sentially, is a group of doc­ 
tors and technicians with var­ 
ious specialties who provide a 
broad range of health care 
under contract with a health 
insurance plan. 
“ In what would be a revolu­ 
tionary development, the Blue 
Cross system would, if neces­ 
sary, consider the possibility 
of building and running a hos­ 
pital in conjunction with a 
group 
practice,” 
the 
Blue 
Cross statem ent said. 


operation. He said minimum 
bets would be set at $1, and 
could be split four ways.

Samuels, seeking to counter 
criticism that the plan would 
merely siphon funds out of 
black and hispanic commu- 
inities, stressed the provision 
calling for return of all pro­ 
fits to local communities. And 
he released a study showing 
that more than half the city’s 
estimated 1.3 million numbers 
players are white. 


He also noted that winnings 
on a 25 or 50 cent wager 
would not be big enough to 
require reporting it to the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service.

Undaunted by Delays 


$8 Million Proposal 
Decision on Pomona Center in Week 


English Labor-Governm ent 
Strikes W orst Since 7926

POMONA — The City Coun­ 
cil strongly indicated Monday 
night that a decision will be 
forthcoming next week on a 
proposal for the construction 
under the city’s 
redevelop­ 
ment program of an $8 mil­ 
lion retail center on Pomona 
Mali East. 


The proposal, by the Spei- 
del and Smith Development 
Co., was first made public in 
December, 1971. The council 
M o n d a y 
considered 
the 


seventh draft of a proposed 
redevelopment agreement. 


Although reservations were 
expressed 
by 
the 
council 
about the agreement as it is 
presently worded, a majority 
expressed a desire to move 
ahead with the project and in­ 
dicated a willingness to ar­ 
rive at a decision next Mon­ 
day, when a final draft is 
submitted. 


A 
possible 
exception 
is 
Councilman Charles W. Ba­ 
der, who was the most criti­ 
cal about the project. 


The project would Involve 
the sale by the redevelopment 
agency (council) of $2.5 mil­ 
lion in redevelopment bonds, 
of which an estim ated $1.4 
million would be used for the 
acquisition of the 
property 
needed for the development. 


Some $1.1 million would be 
used for relocation of tenants, 
relocation of utilities, rebuild­ 
ing parking lots and streets, 
filling of basements and other 
costs. 


Once the property was ac- 
quiried 
by 
the 
agency, 
it 


would be resold to the devel­ 
oper for $200,000. 


J o h n Speidel, developer, 
said that if the financial com­ 


mitment on the part of the 
city and agency exceeded $2.7 
million, that the difference 
would be paiJ by the devel­ 
oper. 
The center, proposed on Po­ 
mona Mall East between Ga* 
rey Avenue and Gibbs Street, 
would be a mall-type enclosed 
structure with rooftop parking

LONDON (UPI) - Strikes 
snarled air and sea traffic, 
closed government offices and 
shut down more than 1,000 
factories and businesses today 
while authorities negotiated to 
keep trains and subways run­ 
ning. 
U n i o n leaders said the 
strikes, spread across the en­ 
tire economic spectrum of the 
country, were developing into 
the worst confrontation 
be­ 
tween labor and the govern­ 
ment since the 1926 general 
strike. 
They 
said up 
to 700,000 
workers, almost one out of 
every 70 workers, would join 


in the action before the week- 
long strikes ended. 
T h e 
most 
serious 
dis­ 
ruptions today were caused 
by the mass walkout of about 
280,000 white collar civil serv­ 
ants, taking part in their first 
such official strike. 
As customs officials and air 
traffic controllers joined the 
s t r i k e , 
airlines canceled 
flights into Heathrow Airport. 
Ferry services from the con­ 
tinent also were affected. 
The walkouts were called 
by

unions 
in 
protest 
against Prim e Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath's three-month-old 
pay and price freeze policies. 


CLAREMONT - Mrs. Shir­ 
ley Stavast remains philoso­ 
phic and undaunted in spite of 
the latest hitch in the further 
release of American prisoners 
of war. 


“ I still think they’ll be out 
by March 28,” the Claremont 
woman said today in com­ 
menting 
on 
Monday’s

the Vietnam peace accord are 
honored.

ment, American prisoners in 
both North and South Viet­ 
nam are to be released by 
March 28. Among them is 
Mrs. Stavast's husband, Air 
Force Col. John E. Stavast, 
shot down over Hanoi in 1967. 


“ I don’t think

N o r t h 
Vietnamese) 
will 
dare . . . renege 
now. 
I’m 
sure 
he’ll 
come 
marching 
home. It’s just a case of pa­ 
tience and I’ve learned that 
by now,” she said. 
Mrs. Stavast said plans for 


a welcoming home celebra­ 
tion for her husband are still 
moving forward. Friends and 
acquaintances 
are 
handling 
most 
of 
the 
arrangem ents, 
she said, while she is “ just 
waiting 
for 
the 
phone 
to 
ring.” 


Noting that so many people 
are now involved and con­ 
cerned about the release of 
the prisoners, she commented 
that the new delay “ gives 
people a chance to realize 
what it’s been like for 5*4 
years” while she waited and 
hoped for her husband’s re­ 
lease. 


Mrs. Stavast was notified 
last Jan. 27 that her husband 
was among the 555 prisoners 
initially listed by North Viet­ 
nam as still alive and sched­ 
uled for release. 


Although Pentagon officials 
could not tell her at the time 
when he would be released, 
her determination to maintain 
hope increased. As she com­ 
mented at the tim e, “ After I 
waited six years, 1 can wait 
60 more days.”

A tag end of the prosecution 
case w as expected to take 
only a short tim e to clear up 
today, and defense attorneys 
planned to begin presentation 
of their case. 
It is expected the defense 
will call about 35 w itnesses 
over seven weeks, including 
congressm en, at least one for­ 
m er am bassador and other 
present and form er govern­ 
ment officials.

show that the inform ation in

nQt have helped enem y plan­ 
ners and that it is a common 
practice for officials to m ake

The first defense 
witness 
was to be retired R ear Adm. 
Gene LaRocque. head of the 
Center for Defense Inform a­ 
tion, a private W ashington in- 
s t i t u t e that studies 
dis­ 
sem ination to the public of in­ 
form ation on defense topics. 
The second was to be Sa­ 
muel A. Adams of Leesburg, 
Va., a CIA analyst, who was 
expected to contradict one of

The dism issal 
Monday 
of 
one espionage count against 
Ellsberg cam e as no surprise. 
But the judge's ruling dis­ 
m issing an espionage count 
against Russo had not been 
expected. 


The judge set the stage for 
the ruling earlier in the trial 
when he forbid the govern­ 
m ent to present any proof to 
back up the charge, which 
dealt w ith a portion of the 
Pentagon Papers covering the 
1954 Geneva Conference on

departm ent experts had eva­ 
luated the m aterial as having 
no bearing on the national se­ 
curity in 1969, when Ellsberg 
took the papers.

Portugal 
con­ 
cerning this base is presented 
to the Senate as a treaty. 
—Block foreign aid funds 
after April 30 unless money 
appropriated by Congress for 
U.S. domestic programs but 
impounded 
by 
the 
admin­ 
istration is spent 


The 
m ilitary 
aid 
author­ 
ization is for the fiscal year 
which is now m ore than half 
way through and which ends 
June 30. The authorization was 
not enacted by the last Con­ 
gress a fter the com m ittee at­ 
tached sim ilar am endm ents. 
Ju st w hat effect the new 
am endm ents would have re­ 
m ained to be seen. If the ad­ 
m inistration can get the votes 
to finish the fiscal y ear on the 
basis 
of 
tem porary 
resolu­ 
tions, the am endm ents would 
have no effect. 
The full Senate voted such 
a 
resolution 
M onday 
con­ 
tinuing foreign 
aid 
through 
Apru 30. It voted to carry the

Fabbrini, 41, was told by 
the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration (FDA) Feb. 19 that 
the firm that supplied mush­ 
rooms for his pizzas, United 
Canning Co. of E ast Pales­ 
tine, Ohio, had supplied him 
with some mushrooms sus 
[ ccted of containing botulism. 
“ All 1 could think was, ‘On, 
m y God. Not me. What if so­ 
mebody 
gets 
sick 
or 
dies 
irom 
this,” ’ 
said 
Fabbrini 
Monday as he talked about 
the 
shock 
of 
learning 
his 
prized pizzas might have been 
contam inated through no fault 
of his own. 
Fabbrini 
immediately 
re­ 
called all his pizzas, and is 
m aking preparations to bull­ 
doze 30,000 of the pies into a 
sanitary landfill. 
“ There sure are a 
lotsa 
nice peoples in the world.’’ 
said Fabbrini. “ For instance, 
a m an cam e over here today 
and 
said, 
‘Listen, 
I 
don’t 
have no money but I 
got 
some stock, and I’ll put it up 
for collateral if you need it’.” 
He also said his congregation 
is praying for us. 
“ A bank teller also told me 
a priest is praying for 
us. 
T hat’s really worth someth­ 
ing, I’ll tell you. 
“ It sorta makes you goose 
pimples about America. 1 tell 
you, I lived under fascism, 
nazism 
and comm unism. 
I 
cam e here after world war U 
from Fium e, Italy. It’s now 
p art of Yugoslavia. But be­ 
lieve me, I know. We were 
occupied by the Nazis. They 
put the black shirt (the Fas­ 
cist sym bol) on m e when 1 
was 6 years old. In order to 
go to school in those days you 
had to believe in th at.” 
Fabbrini started his whole­ 


sale business at home when 
11 tends and local innkeepers 
asked him to make frozen piz­ 
zas in has native style. He 
moved from his home kitchen 
to what has become one of 
tne most modern pizza fac­ 
tories in the nation, employ­ 
ing 22 persons with a capacity 
for turning out 45,0<hi pizzas 


per week. 


“ We’re not like a big na­ 


tionwide outfit which just puts 
on 
pepperoni 
and cheese,’’ 
Fabbrini said proudly. “¿ e 
got a fine product, with hams 
and m ushroom s and whatever 
anybody w ants.” 


The negative publicity jn 
the recall hurts. Not only was 
there 
an 
estimated $30,000 
loss in the recalled pizzas, but 
there will be a loss of future 
business.

Didn't Realize Pals 


So Obedient-Manson 
Draft Lottery Slated but No Callup Ahead 


There are about 3,500 
horn sheep left in California. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
The Manson Family was just 
“ a lot of people having fun," 
said Charles Manson Monday, 
returning to the courthouse 
where he was convicted of 
nine m urders as the guru-Sve- 
ngali of the hippie tribe. 
He had no reason to be ang­ 
ry with Sharon Tate, he said 
under questioning. 
It didn’t occur to him until 
after the m urder spree had 
ended and he and many of his 
followers were in jail, that "a 
lot of people" did whatever 
he told them to, he said. 
Manson, brought from pri­ 
son where he is serving life 
sentences, was led into court 
chained hand and foot. Now 
58. he appeared sunken-eyed. 
His hair, which once flowed 
o v e r 
his 
shoulders, 
was 
cropped short. 
Barefoot, 
in 
faded 
prism 
denims, 
his 
w rists fastened to his sides by 
a chain around his waist and 
his ankles shackled together, 
Manson clanked through the 
hallways of the courthouse 
where his sensational trial for 
the Tate-LaBianca 
murders 
made headlines in 1970. 
Sanity Hearing for Four 
Manson was called to tes­ 
tify in the sanity portion of 
the trial of four followers. 
They were found guilty last 
week of trying to steal 143 
firearm s from a war surplus 
store, allegedly to mount a 
commando raid on the jail- 
courthouse building to free 
Manson. 
T h e i r defense attorneys 
hope to show they were so 
thoroughly 
under 
Manson’s 


power that they were not res­ 
ponsible for their actions. 


Manson challenged the con­ 
cept of the “ Manson Family,” 
calling 
his 
followers 
“just 
part of a group that the news­ 
papers made up ... and there 
was no motivating force other 
than a lot of people having 
tun. 
“A lot of people were hav­ 
ing a good time every day, 
but we were forced into a 
com er and had to play the 
cards we were dealt.” 
Blames Society 
He said society was respo 
sible for the deeds of 1 
group, 
because 
police 
a*, 
sheriff’s deputies kept haras 
ing them in their commun, 
on the Spahn Movie Ranch. 
“They could never figure 
out 
what 
we 
were 
doing 
wrong, but after awhile it cal­ 
led up the thought to us to do 
something wrong.” 
“Why do you think they ac­ 
ted that way?" a defense at­ 
torney asked Manson. 
“ Sex paranoia," he replied. 
The prosecutor asked Man­ 
son why his followers obeyed 
him so completely. 
“ You know. I never really 
noticed it until we got ar­ 
rested, but then I could see 
that lot of people accepted 
what I said."

Calley Pay Statement 
In Error, Army Says 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - An 
official’s statement that Lt. 
william L. Calley Jr. was still 
drawing a federal salary of 
$10,600 per year despite his 
conviction for mass murder 
has been retracted by the 
Army. 
Army officials said Monday 
that Calley was still receiving 
a first lieutenant’s pay, mak­ 
ing him in effect a salaried 
federal prisoner. 
But an Army spokesman 
said later Monday this infor­ 
mation was in error. He said 
Calley stopped receiving his 
pay the day his sentence in 
the My Lai massacre case 
was signed. That was Aug. 18, 


1971, five months after his 
conviction for murdering at 
least 22 South Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians in the 1968 incident. 
"That statement was in er­ 
ror,” the Army spokesman 
said. “ Lt. Calley is not re­ 
ceiving any pay and has not 
received any since Aug. 18, 
1971." 
Calley 
now 
is 
in 
con­ 
finement at the bachelor offi­ 
cers’ quarters at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. He originally was sent to 
the stockade but was trans­ 
ferred to the BOQ at Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s orders. He is 
kept under guard there but is 
allowed to have visitors, in­ 
cluding his girl friend.

CHINO — California Institu­ 
tion for Men officials say they 
do not intend to withdraw 
more than 70 letters of repr­ 
imand to correctional officers 
as demanded by the Califor­ 
nia State Employe’s Associa­ 
tion. 
The letters were sent to the 
correctional officers in Cl M’s 
Reception 
Guidance 
Center 
recently reprimanding them 
for alleged laxity of security 
or negligence in connection 
with an escape and attempted 
escape incident in Cypress 
Hall on Nov. 18, 1972, accord­ 
ing to Paul Clack, CSEA staff 
representative. 
Clack has demanded that 
CIM officials turn the letters 
over to him for destruction. 
But, 
according 
to 
Earl 
Muff, administrative assistant 
to CIM Supt. Bertram Griggs, 
“ the justification was there, 
otherwise we world not have 
sent the letters. There was ei­ 
ther a laxity in security or 
negligence on the part of the 
correctional 
officers 
in 
volved.” 
Muff, however, would not 
discuss the incident for which 
the officers were reprimanded 
saying “ It is a personnel mat­ 
ter. We are not required to 
discuss 
personnel 
matters, 
particularly those matters in­ 
volving cefcisureship of em­ 
ployes.” 
Mutt did say that he did not 
believe the letters were sent 
as a result of the one incident 
imolving the escape of one 
prisoner and the attempted 
escape of five others on Nov. 
18. “ There are others.” said 
Muff. 
He said that the CIM offi­ 
cials do not intend to turn the 
lette# over to the CSEA but 
said the institution and the 
CSEA may proceed through a 
special grievance committee 
to discuss tire issues.

the mentally retarded at Pa­ 
cific State Hospital to their 
facility before the end of the 
budget year. 
Miss Becker said the unit 
will move its 80 staff mem­ 
bers along with the addict 
patients to the CIW facilities. 
The women addicts and staff 
will be housed and working in 
two now vacant CIM build­ 
ings called Harrison and Wil­ 
son Cottages. 
She said that the move was 
thought feasible because of 
the recent decrease in CIW 
i n m a t e s . She said that 
recently her unit had decr­ 
eased in size “ Bv the time 


we move we may only have 
175 women. 
We now have 
192,” Miss Becker said. 
For the women’s rehabilita­ 
tion unit it was the third 
move in 12 years. The rehabi­ 
litation unit was first started 
12 years ago at CIW and then 
moved to the California Re­ 
habilitation Center at Norco. 
From Norco it moved to the 
Patton State Hospital grounds 
and now is heading back to 
CIW. “ I guess we’ve kind of 
gone full circle,” said Miss 
Becker. 
Wokemen at CIW are mak­ 
ing the two cottages ready to 
receive the women and have 
erected a fence to separate 
the unit from the regular CIW 
grounds. The women in the 
rehabilitation unit have not 


been convicted of any crimes 
but have been committed to 
fight narcotic adction prob­ 
lems. 
Miss Becker said the move 
was not being made because 
of the uncertainty poised by 
s o m e 
legislative 
recom­ 
mendations to close Patton. 
Recently the state’s Depart­ 
ment of Health and Welfare, 
administering the Department 
of Corrections and the De­ 
partment of Mental Hygiene, 
ordered the transfer of crimi­ 
nally insane patients

Patton and Napa state hospi­ 
tals to the long-vacant Youth 
Training School Older Boy’s 
Reception Center in Chino. 
Final approval of the move to 
the YTS facility, however, re­ 
mains with the legislature.

Mideast Peace Set 
Back at Shootdown 


Even the staunchest friends of Israel remain at a 
loss to justify the shooting down of a Libyan airliner 
by Israeli jets. Nothing to come out since the 
tragedy has minimized the scope of its horror or 
rendered it «any the less barbaric. Many Israelis 
themselves are appalled. 
The excuses were offered that the plane was over 
a “highly sensitive” military area. It behaved “sus­ 
piciously,” Its oilot ignored repeated warning shots 
and orders to land. Arab terrorists had threatened 
to load an airliner with explosives and crash it into 
an Israeli city or base. 
No doubt the terrorists are «-apable of such a 
thing. But by not making certain beyond all doubt, 
by failing to appreciate the state of mind of a con­ 
fused or frightened pilot, by forcing the plane to 
crash and killing more than 100 persons—on Israeli- 
occupied territory but far from Israeli soil—Israel 
handed its enemies a moral victory greater than 
anything they could have achieved by their own ac­ 
tions. 
A thorough review of standing orders to Israeli 
military commanders is called for at the very least, 
along with reparations, although these will be of 
little comfort to the dead. 
Whatever hopes the Nixon administration has en­ 
tertained of breaking the deadlock in the Middle 
East hav e been set back seriously, if not dashed, by 
this totallv unnecessary tragedy. The Arabs are 
vowing revenge, and somehow, some wav. they will 
get it. 
The need for permanent peace in this troubled, 
hate-filled part of the world has become more im­ 
perative than eve>\ Both sides must make con­ 
cessions *> the other—by the Arabs, the acknow­ 
ledgement that Israel has a right to exist free of the 
threat of terror of war: by Israel, the willingness to 
return to its 1967 boundaries consistent with its own 
security—and every pressure the United States and 
the Soviet Union and other powers can exert must 
be directed forcefully to that end. 
It is in their own interests to do so. For as long as 
the hate and tension and stalemate continue, the 
danger will remain that not only will more innocent 
people be the victims of terror and counterterror 
but that sooner or later an incident will occur which 
will embroil more than the Middle East in «•onflict.

Flying up, Up, UP 


A ,$30.000 airplane, anyone? Or how about $1,500 
worth of tuition toward a private pilot rating0 
These are among the inducements being offered 
bv the 
General 
Aviation 
Manufacturers 
Assn. 
(GAMA) to encourage pilots and those who would 
like to be pilots to participate in the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration’s Accident Prevention Program. 
Between June 1, 1972, and Jan. 31, 1973, more 
than 115,000 pilots and nonnilots qualified for these 
and 102 other prizes in GAMA’s Sale Pilot Sweep­ 
stakes by attending an FAA safety seminar and air­ 
craft clinic. Thousands more are expected to qualify 
before the sweepstakes ends on May 31 and the win­ 
ners’ names are drawn. 
The FAA program began in '971 after investiga­ 
tions of general aviation accidents and established 
that more than 8ft per cent of them were attribu­ 
table to pilot error. 
The program, which is entirely voluntary, consists 
of the safety education seminars and aircraft clinics 
as well as courtesy check rides to enable pilots to 
improve weaknesses and discussions with industry 
representatives on aircraft and equipment. Pilots 
are also «vouragetl to file reports regarding unsafe 
airway or airport conditions. 
An FAA Accident Prevention Specialist handle? 
the program at each of 8*1 general aviation district 
offices around the country. 
This emphasis on general aviation saiety is hardly 
new, however. Saiety has always been stressed—by 
the manufacturers of aircraft, engines, radios and 
other components; through testing and certification; 
through the training and licensing of pilots, mechan­ 
ics, air traffic controllers and other specialists, and 
by various pilot organizations. 
The result has been a steady improvement in the 
accident picture over the years. In 1960, for example, 
there were 4,793 accidents recorded for 13.1 million 
hours and 1.7 billion mile» flown by general tnon- 
airiine) aviation 
By 1970. the horn- and miles flown had increased 
to 25.5 million and 3.9 billion respectively, but the 
number of accidents increased only slightly, to I,- 
927. The accident rate pet 100,000 flying hours was 
cut almost in half

WASHINGTON - 
In the 
constant campaign to sepa­ 
rate the customer from his 
cash, small children are now 
used as guinea pigs to find 
cut how to whet their appe­ 
tites and, through the chil­ 
dren, lo influence the buying 
habits of their parents. 
Millions are spent on mo 
tivational research lo stimu­ 
late youngsters so they will 
pester their parents into buy­ 
ing advertised brands. A ty­ 
pical research group, describ­ 
ing its sophisticated opera­ 
tions. boasts: 
‘Our new offices have tour 
large focus rooms, a complete 
laboratory, rooms with one­ 
way m irrors tor observing 
children, video tape and re­ 
cording facilities, test kitchen, 
commercial 
viewing 
rooms, 
etc.” 
One ouuit even uses mois­ 
ture detectors, piaced in con- 
t a c t 
with 
the 
children’s 
hands, to measure their sub­ 
conscious responses to adver­ 
tising. 
Explains another research 
group, which claims to have 
special insight on how to aim 
advertising at children: “ Re­ 
member if it is a multichild 
tamily with a child in pre­ 
school, there is an awesomely 
g r e a t e r influence on the 
mother than there would be 


hi a family where there is a 
s i x-y e a r-oki 
iust 
starting 
school.’ 
Consumer advocate Robert

1st Decision on Redistricting Up to Walnut?

DIAMOND BAR - It’s pos­ 


sible that the Walnut school 


board will m ake the first offi­ 
cial decision on North Dia­ 
mond B ar redistricting after 
all, 
A w ritten opinion from the 
lx>s Angeles county counsel’s 
office, received by Pomona 
S c h o o l s Supt. Robert E. 
Wentz, 
states 
that 
Walnut 
trustees would face a legal 
deadline 
lor 
responding 
to 
the transfer request, but the 
Pomona board would not. 


Opinion 
on 
which 
school 
board, 
Pomona 
or 
Walnut, 
would have to rule first on 
the 
redistricting 
issue, 
has 
been 
see-sawing 
back 
and 
forth for some time. 
Several weeks ago Wentz 
asked for a 
w ritten 
inter­ 
pretation of two sections of the 
Education 
code, 
which 
are 
ambiguous in the exact deli­ 
neation of the process pro­ 
vided tor school redistricting. 
The opinion, 
prepared by 
Audrey Oliver, deputy county 
counsel, confirm s that a m a­ 
jority of the m em bers of the 
governing boards of both the 


Pomona and Walnut districts 
must approve the proposed 
transfer of North 
Diamond 
Bar schools from Pom ona to 
Walnut. 
“The 
code 
section 
does 
m andate that the receiving 
district m ust hold a hearing 
within 
a 
certain 
period 
of 
tim e,” 
Mrs. 
Oliver 
says. 
“ However, 
nothing 
in 
the 
code sets out a tim e when the 
losing 
district 
m ust 
m ake 
known its desires on the sub­ 
ject.” 
The code also fails to out­ 
line a procedure w hereby the 
losing di strict “ gives voice to 


its decision whether to agree 
to the transfer,” yet no action 
is initiated without the losing 
district's 
agreement, 
she 
notes. 
“ It w'ould seem most reaso­ 
nable under these circums­ 
tances that before the receiv­ 
ing district holds a hearing, 
the losing district should state 
its preference. For if the los­ 
ing district has no intention of 
agreeing to the transfer, the 
hearing procedure by the re­ 
ceiving district is a waste of 
time. 
“It is our opinion, there­ 
fore. that the county super- 


mtendent 
of 
schools, 
upon 
receipt of a petition signed by 
25 per cent of the registered 
electors residing in the ter­ 
ritory to be transferred, must 
transfer that petition within 
20 days to the receiving dis­ 
trict. 
“ In an attempt to expedite 
matters we advise the county 
superintendent of schools to 
send a copy of that petition to 
the losing district at the same 
time. 
“ If the losing district deter­ 
mines not to agree to the 
transfer, it can make its deci­ 
sion known to the county su­ 


perintendent of schools and 
no hearing need be held by 
the receiving district. 
“ However, Education Code 
Section 2363.5 must be com­ 
plied with. This means that if 
the losing district has made 
no decision, the receiving dis­ 
trict must, within 30 days of 
receipt of the petition from 
the county superintendent of 
schools, hold a hearing.” 
Section 
2363.5 
stipulates, 
“At the hearing the petitio­ 
ners and any other interested 
persons shall be given an op­ 
portunity 
to 
present 
their 
view’s. The governing board 


shall then approve or deny 


the petition.” 


Diamond B ar homeowners

Secretaries Quizzed 


They Like Their Role 


Noppert-Van Beek 


Vows Exchanged 


NEW YORK, N.Y. (UPI) - 
Women’s Lib hasn’t converted 
many secretaries, yet these 
office 
assets 
would 
cover 
(their typewriters and 
fold 
their notebooks if referred to 
as “just a secretary” as in 
“just a housewife.” 
The professional secretary 
considers herself a vital part 
of management and does not 
consider her work menial al­ 
though she often is the boss’s 
coffee girl and his sometimes 
shopper. 
Today’s 
secretary 
rates 
status and resents being put 
down, says Mrs. John W. 
(Margaret) Dillon, president 
of the National Secretaries 
Association (NSA). And she 
considers herself just as eli­ 
gible for promotion a» any 
Other employe. 
“Management 
increasingly 
realizes- this, I think...that the 
secretary 
is 
part 
of 
the 
team,” said Mrs. Dillon. 
NSA, organized in 1942, rep­ 
resents close to 30,000 secret­ 
aries in the U.S.A. and abr­ 
oad, most of them in the 
executive secretarial and ad­ 
ministrative assistant cate­ 
gories. 
In an interview, Mrs. Dillon 
cited a study in the current 
“The Secretary,” NSA publi­ 
cation, in which the women 
themselves spoke out. Rea- 
dex, Inc., a company specia- 
1 i z i n g in reader interest 
research, 
talked 
with 
125 
NSA-members and 81 
non­ 
members in every state. 
The study found little sup­ 
port for any formal women’s 
liberation movement—99.5 per i 
cent did not belong to any Lib 
organization. 
Question: Do you consider 
the secretary’s function to be 
menial and-or subservient? 
Answer: No, from 96.3 per 
cent. 
Question: Do you prefer the 
use of Ms. rather than Miss 
or Mrs.? Answer: no, from 
77.3 per cent. But many se­ 
cretaries said they were of- 
i e n d e d a t b e i n g con­ 
versationally called “girls.” 
If secretaries are referred to 
as “girls,” they think it ac­ 
ceptable to call the men in 
the office “boys.” 
Question: Do you receive 
fair consideration for promo­ 
tion when a higher rated posi­ 
tion becomes available? Yes, 
from 66.7 per cent. 
Question: What in your atti­ 
tude toward going for making- 
serving coffee to your execu­ 
tive? Answer: 55 per cent do 
It gladly, 27.7 per cent don’t 
mind, 7.7 per cent do mind 
but do it anyway, 6 per cent 
refuse and the rest said the 
question doesn’t apply. 
The study said the “typic­ 
al” professional has worked 
for 10 or more years, her 
boss is a top executive such 
as chairman of the board, 
president, corporate officer or 
department head, and the pay 
range for one-fourth of her 
profession is above $9,000 a

partly on FHA officials who 
winked at their own regula­ 
tions and permitted construc­ 
tion without modem fire pro­ 
tection equipment. 
It will be alleged, for ex­ 
ample, that the door knobs in 
Baptist Towers were small 
metal knobs difficult for the 
elderly to turn and not the le­ 
vers recommended for nur­ 
sing homes. The fire alarm 
was also so inadequate, it will 
be testified, that one resident 
who barely escaped with her 
life told rescuers she thought 
the warning siren was 
alarm clock. 
The FHA manual on prop­ 
erty standards requires that 
buildings such as Baptist lo­ 
wers 
“ or 
eight

more 
stones having more than 15 
living units per floor shall be 
equippped with an automatic 
tire detection system.” The 
requirement, 
however, 
was 
waived for the Atlanta con­ 
struction. Explained officials 
l a t e r : 
“ We didn’t have

The devices, which could 
have saved the lives of the 
Atlanta victims, would have 
cost the contractors a total of
